§ The man who ixtroduced the first 
eaneslling machine fo the New York 
general post office is employe. there 
aow, but he has lived to sce his ma- 
chine surpassed. His invention would 
cancel four thousand stamps in 2n hour, 
or less than the average number for a 
ekilled man working by hand. Three 
or four other machines, each a little 
faster than its predecessor, were intro- 
deced in turn and discarded. One was 
invented that far cxcecded the speed of 
the ewiftest hand worker, and it was 
used until the discovery was made that 
it sometimes cut through envelopes and 
damaged their contents. Then the pres- 
ent machine, which cancels forty-eight 
thousand stamps an hour, was intro- 
dwoed. The five machines in use at the 
general post office are run by electricity.
